NEW YORK CITY POLICE GRAFT 


Police graft in New York City has 


been reduced to s. science, and but 
for an occasional murder, committed 
in the graft interests, there would be 
no unreasonable disturbance of the 
official plunderers. At intervals there 
is an upheaval, a great public exhibit 
of indignation, perhaps a political lo- 
cal volcano with an eruption, per- 
haps lasting a couple of years, and 
then in again comes graft, for by that 
time the public have forgotten. 


But for the police murder of Ros- 


enthal, who, harassed through black- 
mail, was about to reveal the secrets 
of the close police organization, the 
latest form of Tammany-police graft, 
would have continued, but the edict 
was ordered for the murder and the 
threatened exposure through this sad- 
ly mistaken judgment insured. 
The 


man Rosenthal died, but- he 'died In 
the Interests of justice and through 
him it Is probably a police official or 
two may yet sit in the chair at Au- 
burn. 


The braflen audacity of the New 


York police seems incredible, but the 
police assessments upon vice were 
just as sure as were the city assess- 
ments on property for taxes. 
This 


assessing vice is undoubtedly the se- 
cret of the fortunes of many Tam- 
manyites, but In the earlier days was 
practised with more moderation. 
In 


those days of the earlier Tammany 
bosses vice assessments more 
modest 


were 
better endured 
with lessened 


chances of exposure. 
Today the. of- 


ticlal graft comes so hard, that vice 
is unable to earn enough to pay the 
scoundrels sitting under the 
official 


pale. 
They are worse villains than 


are the poor wretches whom they 
hound and compel to prey upon hon- 
or, that they may pay the monthly 
blackmail. 


Here is the official plunder tariff as 


gathered from sources said- to be 
capable of proving all that Is charg- 
ed against the police grafters. 
It 


was obtained from testimony given 
before the grand jury as the direct 
result of the murder of Rosenthal:

building on an extension to Wisconsin 
'street. Things even progressed .so far 
that a committee was appointed to 
look over the several .sketches and af- 
t<>r due consideration they were pre- 
sented to the board, with the recom- 
mendation th.-xt the one prepared by 
Wm. F. Burflnd be 
adopted. 
Of 


course estimates had 
been 
secured 


from the several architects on their 
respective sketches find the one of 
Mr. Burflnd's (all things being con- 
sidered) seemed to be the best. 


The board was ready to take a vote 


or. the adoption of this sketch, and 
also a resolution which was to be pre- 
sented calling for thu approporiatlon 
of the necessary money to carry this 
project through, when 
one 
of 
the 


members of the board arose and in a 
\ery eloo.uent manner begged of the 
board to not acl in too hasty a man- 
ner and suggested that this matter bo 
deferred for a time and then offered 
fin amendment to the above motion 
that a committee of five be appointed 
by the chairman to look for a. new- 
site upon which to erect a new court 
house. 
The amendment was carried almost

Wisconsin to Have Finest 


Capital of Any State, Claim; 
Vast Sum to Be Spent For Art 


MADISON, Wis., 
August 21—The 


now 
$6,0000,000 
capitol building or 


Wisconsin will 
be the 
handsomest 


structure of Its kind in the United 
States, according to Lew F. Porter, 
secretary of the capitol commission 
and supervising architect. With the 
exception of the Wisconsin capitol the 
most pretentious structures -are those 
of New York, which cost about $20,- 
000,000, and Pennsylvania, which cost 
$8.000,000. Neither in size, design nor 
architectural beauty will either of the 
two eastern buildings excel 
that of | 


Wisconsin. The cubic capacity of the 
state capitol will be equal to that of 
the New York building and will ex- 
ceed that of the Pennsylvania struc- 
ture. 
The great dome of the new building 


rises 300 feet and four great 
wings, ' 


five stories high, extend at the points ' 
of the compass. 
The extreme length 


of the building from east to west and 
from-north to south will be 426 feet. 
The ground area 
covered is about 


120,000 square 
feet, of 
which 
the 


dome includes 20,000. The capacity | 
of the entire building exclusive of ap- ' 
preaches, terraces and areas will bo 
6,000,000 cubic feet. 


Vermont white granite, quarried at 


Woodbury, Vt., the hardest granite in 
the country, is used for the exterior 
walls. 
Van-colored 
granite, marble 


and stone are used in the interior. 


The building has been under con- 


struction seven years and it is reas- 
onably certain that it will bo finished 
by July 1, 1916. Two wings, the east 
and west, have been completed. Tho 


south wing will probably be finished 
this year. 
The steel frame 
of 
the 


dome is erected and will be enclosed 
before 1913. The north wing of the 
old capitol, the only part of the build- 
ing still standing will be torn down 
next year and the foundation for the 
new wing laid. 
The new wing will 


be built in 1914 and 1915. 


Contracts for all the work 
except 


tho interior finishing of the 
north 


wing 
have been let, carrying more 


than $5,000,000. 
The actual amount 


so far spent on the building 
and 


heating plant, the latter a separate 
structure half a mile from the cap- 
itol, is $3,673,413.15. 
The commis- 


sion is authorized TO spend $1,000,000 
a year and the Legislature has made 
provision by taxation and direct ap- 
propriation for 
$6,100,000 for 
tho 


entire construction. The heating plant, 
equipment and tunnel work entailed a 
cost of $500.000. 
A large warehouse 


is yet to be built in connection with 
the plant, costing $100,000. 


The interior nnd<exierior decorative 


work will represent the bust work of 
living sculptors, and will cost a small 
fortune. 
The painting In tho Assem- 


bly and Senate chambers will be by 
world-famous artists, and will 
cost 


$50,000. The paintings in tho Gover- 
nor's reception chamber, which 
are 


a reproduction of the reception room 
of the ducal palace 
in Venice, were 


made by John Ballin, who received 
$25,000 for the work. Frank D. Mil- 
let, a Titanic victim, was under con- 
tract to produce the paintings for the, 
supreme court chamber for $25,000. •

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 22—A 


bill for the physical examination 
of brides and grooms before mar- 
riage, offered In tho 1911 legis- 
lature of Wisconsin by SenatoV 
Gcorpe E. Hoyt, a physician, and 
never reported out of committee, 
will be rclr.troduced in the 191:: 
session. The measure was foster- 
ed by the state board of health, 
which will assume a liko respon- 
sibility next winter. 


Less than a year after this bill 


had been smothered, Dean Walter 
T. Sumnar 
of 
Chicago, gained 


widespread attention by announc- 
ing his determination not to mar- 
ry couples in the future who do 


not come provided with health 
certificates given after examina- 
tion 
by competent 
physicians. 


Fortified with this example the 
stato board of health will press 
the new bill, for passage, 


Tho 
last 
legislature having 


passed a large number of health 
Mils, it is predicted that this class 
of legislation will not bo so vol- 
uminous in the coming session. 
Tiie suite board of health will 
'j-ing' vigorous support, however, 
to measures looking to prevention 
of pollution ot water supplies. 
This program will emphasise the 
necessity of drawing water sup- 
plies from bodies of water into 
which sewage does not flow.

1 When Henry George, in "Progress and Poverty" more than a genera- 


tion ago, talked of "unearned increm ent" what he said fell mostly upon 
unhearlng ears. Somehow or other, even those who at that time were 
professed students of economics failed to grasp his full meaning. The coun- 
try, for one' thing, did riot, In the early '80s, have so many or such striking 
illustrations to offer of tho meaning of the term. 
Illustrations at the 


present time are practically wlthoxit number, and some of them are, impres- 
sive in the extreme.' 
The founder of an American family, whose name is 


familiar to all, left an estate consisting mainly of landed property, on 
Manhattan island valued at $40,000,000. 
Most of Its value accrued during 


his lifetime from the 'increase of Manhattan island's population and busi- 
ness. Through five generations this estate has been frequently divided, but 
two branches of the family holding the bulk of it today are represented to 
bo worth at least $300,000,000. The greater part of this has come to these 
heira through unearned increment. 
They have demo nothing worth men- 


tioning beyond reinvesting the increment, to Increase its value. 
It has 


been increased altogether by what oth ers have done: 
by 
the continued 


growth of Manhattan island. 


Some of the legatees of a recent, will in this 
family 
have become 


heirs to several millions each. In on e case it Is expected thit the inheri- 
tance will double in value before the beneficiary becomes of age; in an- 
other case, through the minority of t he heir, it is expected to quintuple in' 
size. 
In neither case will the heirs o r their trustees have done anything 


to earn this increment. 
It will simply have grown upon their hands as 


a consequence of the progress all aro und them. 


The other day in Chicago a valuation of $2,000,000 was placed upon a 


lot that sold for $276 In 1843. This valuation had nothing whatever to 
do with Improvements. 
A block In the same city that in 1850 sold for $10,- 


000 is now valued at $25,000,000, aside from all improvements. This means 
an increase in sixty years of 250,000 per cent. 
The owners of thl? land 


have done nothing to it or for it in the three score of years that could 
thus marvelously increase its value. 
It is the same square of land that it 


was in 1850, except that while it was then part of the area of a small 
town it is now embraced -within the b usiness center of a great city. It has 
not made the city, o'- done anything toward making the city. 
U simply 


happened to'be in the city and the growth of the city has made it worth 
2,500 times more in 1912 than it was -worth in 1850. Toward this growth 
the fertility of the American West, th e opportunities opened up by the de- 
velopment and expansion of the Amer lean republic, and the needs, energies, 
ambitions, activities and industries of the world at large have been the 
p-'nclpal, in fact, the sole contributo rs. The world's progress has created, 
th1^ Individual owners of the land hav egathered the Increment. 


There are those—and their num her increases yearly—who believe that 


a system which permits this is lac king in the primal elements of tho 
square deal. They, believe, that if all were to share equitably in the fruits 
of tho world's progress, no such accumulations of 
unearned 
increment 


could accrue to Individuals. As a remedy, these people propose that land 


the only stable form of property, the only real property—shall bear the 


sole burden of taxation, and the plans by which they propose to put this 
single taxation system into operation is worthy of the thought of all good 
citizens.
